Your first question related to the Soviet: delay in 
completing its ratification. process. While I cannot’ 
give you any precise answer as to the degree to which 
this reflects a desire. on their part to wait until. 
the Federal Republic of Germany signs the treaty, it is’ 
fair to assume that German signature’ would make. pEcnpe 
Soviet Earietcat toa more likely. 


As for the outlook for action!by the new West. German 
Government, I am sure you are aware of the following 
excerpt from the Government Declaration which 
Chancellor Brandt made on October 28, 1969: 





"It will sign the Treaty on the Non- 
Proliferation of Nuclear ‘Weapons as soon - 
as the clarifications requested by the 
last Federal Government have been obtained." 


The next day a.delegation headed by. the German. 
Disarmament Commissioner, Ambassador Roth, arrived in 
Washington for discussion of those jpoints on which 
clarification was desired. . These discussions, ‘which | 
we believe will prove helpful, were completed on October 31.
